the forsign policy and the internal

attempt to solve .at this: Confer- 
ence, ' The foréign policy has, re- 
ference to the sbolition of un- 
recognised treaties, boycott of 
Japanese goods, and the defeat of 
Iuiperialistic encroachment. The 

» internal policy is to work for the. 
downfall of militariam. 

According to Dr. Sun’s opinion, 
all these are not important issuos. 
which do, not touch the root of 
the present chaoa in China. Dr. 
Sun declared that the case of all 
presant deplorable condition in the 
country, is due to maladministra-|- 
tion of government affairs. 
Diplomatic mattors should:be left 

’ aside for tho present and undivid- 

* ed attention should be devoted -to 
the improvement of the Govern: 
ment, which can only be accom- 
plished by Revolution. 

“. People have the mistaken be- 
lief that the -turmoila.in. the 
country for the last twelve ycars 
were brought about by Revolu- 
tion. Dr. Sun “believes that 
the majority of the people 
en account of their ignorance 
will denounce. Revolution and 
welcome the restoration of the 
Monarchy. But, for instance in 
the case of scientific discoveries 
only a few scientists work and 
alave in order to benefit 
mankind by the result of their 
discoyeries. Hence, let the few 
enlightened men in China take 
the land and work ‘for a better 
- governnient so that the masses 

” gan.enjoy the blessings of real 

' ‘Democracy.
